Their cause will al­ 
so be supported by some administra­ 
tion leaders as evidenced by Secre­ 
tary of Labor Davis speech Saturday 
night in which he openly advocated 
the abolition of the board. 
If this offensive meets with opposi­ 
tion from President Harding, it was 
reported a

might 
be 
reached to amend the transportation 
act in such a way as to leave the 
board a mere advisory tribunal or 
conciliatory body. 
The agricultural 
interests,

Friends of the board will make a 
determined effort to give it wider 
authority and to arm

Cleveland, Oct. 16.— When the ar* 
mistice was signed on Nov. l l , 1918, 
ending hostilities in the World War 
an unique bombing plane built lo fl5 
1,000 miles and designed for .the de­ 
struction of Berlin, was being nut out 
in quantity production here, it was 
revealed here for the first tim.* ‘o.

Steep handful of lavender flowers 
in white wine vinegar, keeping the jar 
in a warm place on the back of the 
stove for three days, after which 
strain and bottle. 
SOAP JELLY FOR SHAMPOO 
Make a jelly by dissolving a large 
cake of green castile soap or any pure 
soap in a quart of boiling water. This 
will keep and can be used from time to 
time 
Wet the hair with warm water, 
take two tablespoonfuls of the jelly 
with a little soda if desired and rub 
thoroughly into the hair and well into 
the scalp. 
Rinse well, using colder 
And colder water, and dry in the open 
air if possible.

Some months ago Henry Ford asserted that one of the big 
reasons why the railroads of the United States are not making 
money is the heavy weight of rolling stock as compared to the 
Mrrying capacity. He said freight roiling stock could be reduced 
to one-third of the weight and passenger cars to much less. 
So far nothing has been done by steam roads along these 
lines, but one Ohio electric interurban road has pioneered in 
lighter passenger cars and has found them a distinct success. It 
is the Western Ohio Railway Company, operating between Findlay 
and Piqua, 113 miles. 
The line has recently replaced old heavy high-speed cars with 
a new type of less than half the weight, made by the J. G. Brill 
Company. Philadelphia. Ten cars are; in operation. It is estimated 
that the road will have $90,000 more in the treasury this year 
because of the use of the lighter weight cars. 
The new car is said to ride easier than the old heavy car. It 
attains speed more quickly and, therefore, makes the run more 
rapidly. The lighter weight makes it easy on the tracks

Oct. 16— Pre­ 
parations were underway today to de­ 
mobilize the greatest fleet of air­ 
planes ever assembled on one field In 
America, that brought to Selfridge 
Held f°r the national air meet, which 
closed Saturday with the 
Hilitzer 
"trophy race. 
More than 200 
machines 
were 
parked at the army flying station 
ihe final day of the rac^s. They wen? 
valued at $1,600,000. The meet in the 
opinion of army and navy arco heads 
was one of the most successful ever 
conducted, and 
marked 
wonderful 
advancement in aeronautics in this 
country. 
Technical data assembled 
during the races will be of great as­ 
sistance to builders of both commer­ 
cial and fighting planes. 
More records were shattered Satur­ 
day than in any previous race, all 
the world spe€d records f°r compe­ 
tition being surpassed by 
Pulitzer 
contenders. 
The official world speed record set 
by Sadi Lecointe in France a few 
weeks ago. was among the first to 
fall. 
On the first lap of 30 
miles 
Lieutenant L. J. Maitland, °f Bolling 
Field, Anacostia, D. C, averaged 216.1 
miles an hour. 
The Frenchman’s 216 miles an hour 
9 was over one-kilometer straightaway 
while Maitland’s feat was on a closed 
course, and for a much greater dis­ 
tance. 
irater in the race Maitland 
had 
.trouble with his engine on the 120-de­ 
gree turns, and his average f°r the 
156 miles covered was 203 miles an 
hour. The world competition records 
for 50, IOO and 200 kilometers were 
shattered by half a dozen of the con­ 
tenders. 
Among these was Lieuten­ 
ant R. L. Maughan, winner of the 
Pulitzer trophy, who also broke the 
closed course record of a little more 
than 179 miles in an hour set by 
George Kirsch, in France, last Sep­ 
tember. 
Maughan’s speed was 206 
miles an hour. 
Apprehension of army and navy of­ 
ficials that the terrific speed would 
too much 
for 
human 
endurance 
proved to be without basis, although 
Lieutenant Maughan was whirled into 
unconsciousness once as he made a 
120-degree turn. The pilot was “out’' 
three or four seconds while his plane 
shot through the air for a distance of 
several city blocks. 
This experience, however, was be­ 
lieved to be due to the daring man­ 
ner in which Maughan took the turns. 
His pylon work was said by a num­ 
ber of officials to be tho most spec­ 
tacular they had ever witnessed. On 
each tum the pilot traveling at tre­ 
mendous speed pulled his 
machina 
sheer up, completing the turn upside 
down.

Wash, stone 
and cut the dates in small pie- i. 
Put in double boiler, add the

lemon, sugar and cook until clites 
become soft. Combine the two mix­ 
tures and chill.

ing prepare a meringue of the egg 
whites, powdered sugar and the 
remainder of the lemon; pile the 
spoonfuls over the custard. 
Fried Cabbage— One head of cab­ 
bage chopped fine, one cup of good 
bacon grease, one or one-half pint 
of boiling wateL salt to suit the 
taste, one teaspoon of soda, two 
teaspoons sugar, one-ha’f pod of 
red pepper.
